The first of the full-time professional Celtic ensembles to arise on the international scene, the “Boys” 
now occupy a unique position of respect in the world of traditional music. For more than 30 years, they have 
been delighting audiences with their technical brilliance in performing Irish and Scottish music. Each member 
of the ensemble, Brendan Begley, Kevin Henderson, Cathal McConnell, Dave Richardson, and Malcolm Stitt 
possesses an inherent musical innovation that makes every performance bright and fresh. The Boys have 
completed more than 50 tours of North America and have recorded 19 albums, all the while keeping the 
tradition and lore of Celtic music alive on both sides of the Atlantic. 

Since the group’s first tour in 1967, the Boys of Lough have played an important role in broadening 
the range of audiences listening to Irish traditional music. Their music, though melodically complex and 
difficult to play, remains easily accessible to the listener. Add to the lively dance rhythms and the evocative 
slow songs, the range of tone colors available from the band’s acoustic instruments, and it is easy to see the 
great appeal of their lively performances. 

The Boys of Lough will also be appearing on Garrison Keillor's award-winning public radio program 
A Prairie Home Companion this Saturday evening, March 8, from 6 to 8 p.m. on WCPN-FM 90.3. This 
special on-the-road show is being aired from the Moran Theater in Jacksonville, FL. 

The next concert on the VIVA! series will be Chava Alberstein, “The most important female 
musician in Israel’s history ” (Yediot Aharanot, Israel’s largest daily newspaper). She will appear on Friday, 
April 4, at 7:30 p.m., at CMA’s Gartner Auditorium.
